000,000 budget to a Congress 
clamoring for economy to­ 
day . He said the spending is “ vital 
to our security and to the welfare 
of the people.” 
Unless Congress cuts the budget 
or gives Mr. Truman the ■•moderate” 
tax increases he wants, the govern­ 
ment would live $5,133,000,000 bey ond 
its income in the fiscal y ear starting 
J uly 1. 
The talk on Capitol Hill cen­

on cutting ex ­ 
penditures instead of increasing 
tax es. Some members, however, 
ex pressed skepticism that any 
deep cuts will actually be made 
in this election y ear.

YOUR HEALTH

JAUNDICE occurs 
more 
frequently 
during the w-eek after birth than at any 
other tim e of life. 
This greenish-yellow 
discoloration of the skin is due to an ac­ 
cumulation of coloring m atter from the 
bile in the blood and tissues. 
In the newborn, it may be a grave or 
a harmless indication. 
The type known 
as physiologic jaundice, which so often 
occurs in tiny babies, is not serious at all. 
Physiologic jaundice shows itself between 
the second and 
fifth 
days, 
commonly 
clears in a week, but sometimes lasts for 
four. 
The sm aller the baby, the more likely 
this kind of jaundice, which is due to 
the destruction of red blood cells. 
Ap­ 
parently all babies are born with more red 
cells than are needed. 
These ex cessive 
red cells, so necessary for life in 
the 
m other’s womb, are no longer required 
and hence are destroyed in the body. 
These disintegrated' cells are responsible^ 
for the jaundice. 
Since 
it causes 
no 
symptoms or complications, no treatm ent 
is needed. 
It is never safe to assume, however, 
that every case of jaundice in the new­ 
born is of the physiologic type because 
it may be due to a variety of really ser­ 
ious disorders. 
One of these is the so-called Rh in ­ 
compatibility. 
In certain cases, when the m other is 
Rh negative and the baby Rh positive, 
jaundice is present at birth or develops 
within 48 hours. 
The spier n, an organ 
in the upper part of the abdomen, is en­ 
larged and there is a rapidly developing, 
severe anemia. The baby is weak, nurses 
poorly, and is restless. 
This is a medical emergency which 
requires immediate diagnosis and treat­ 
m ent. Injections of Rh negative blood 
m ust be given as quickly as possible and 
several are usually required. 
Complete 
replacem ent of the baby’s blood is some­ 
times employed with success. 
It is advisable for all women who be­ 
come pregnant to have an Rh test made 
as soon as they know they are to have 
a baby. 
If the ex pectant m other proves 
to be negative, her husband's blood should 
then be tested. 
If this reveals an Rh 
positive factor, two things may then be 
done to prevent trouble. 
First, the m other can be treated with 
R h heptane, provided treatm ents can be 
given during the first three months of 
pregnancy. 
Failing 
this, 
arrangem ents 
can 
be 
made for transfusing the baby immed­ 
iately after birth, a thing often not pos­ 
sible unless the proper type of blood hai 
been obtained in advance.
